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REMARKS 

This application has been amended in a manner that is 
believed to place it in condition for allowance at the time of 
the next Official Action. 

Claims 4-18 are pending in the present application. 
Claims 1-3 have been canceled. Claims 4-7 have been amended to 
reflect preferred United States patent practice. Claims 8-18 
have been added. Claims 8-18 are directed to a method of 
controlling graft versus host disease (GvHD) in a patient in need 
of T lymphocyte transplantation. Support for these claims may be 
found in canceled claims 1-3, which were originally directed to 
"use" claims. Indeed, at this time, applicants would like to 
thank the Examiner for taking the initiative of interpreting the 
"use" claims as method claims. 

In the outstanding Official Action, it was indicated 
that the publication AR was not considered because the citation 
to the publication in the PTO-1449 Form lacked information 
concerning the database and database citation information. 
However, applicants note that these requirements are not found in 
37 C.F.R. §1.98 or §609 of the MPEP . Applicants note that 
Section 700 of the MPEP is directed to the examination of 
applications by the Patent Office and does not apply here. For 
the Examiner's convenience, a new PTO Form 1449 citing the 
publication is attached with this amendment.
